72-4 Highlanders After More Men 


The Town Hall was again crowded 
то th- doors on Wednesday night, al- 
thocgh only a few hours’ nouce haa 
been given that some ot the officers of 
the 73rd Highlanders would be here 
to further their recruiting campaign, 
Some disappoinunent was felt that no 
рірег5 were on hand to enliven the 
proceedings, but we understand the 
pipe band of the regiment is now at 
Valcartier. The Granby Band drew 

ithe crowd by playing in front of the 
і Town Hall betore the mecting, while 
inside the hall music was furnished by 
Mr. Walter Legge's Orchestra, 

Councillor Hector Pare presided and 
was supported on the platform by the 
various speakers whom he introduced. 

Mr. Geo. Н. Boivin, М.Р., was the 
first to address the meeting. He said 
he was heart and soul with the cam- 
paign for more men. Granby had al- 
ready done well and almost every re- 
giment which had left these shores 
since the outbreak of the war had 
included опе ог more from our 
town, If all remained at home there 
would be no victory for us, but if all 
who could answered the call for men 
' there would be no conscription in Can- 
і ada and when.the war was over, and 
| ended in the way it must be ended, 
there would be no more conscription 
in Germany. 52 

Mr. Wm. Scott, who had lost his 
right cye in action and been honorably 
discharged as unlit for further active 
вегуісе, made an earnest appeal to the 
audience.

Capt, Shaughnossy took hls com- 
pany into the trenches enrly last 
month for the first timo, being re- 
celved by tho 22nd Battalion, 
Fronoh-Canadlans,who stayed for віх 
days to initiate the newcomers Into 
tho mysterles and dangers of trench 
fighting under modern conditions. 

‘The company commanded by the 
gallant officer ewas one of the first 
sectlons of the battalion to get Into 
action, and the cabled news indi- 
cates that last week tbe troops were 
once more doing their bit. Capt. 
Shaughnessy was struck by a plece 
of shrapnol and “passed peacefully 
away and died like a man,” to quote 
the words of Col. Gascoigne. 


VERY POPULAR. 


The receipt of the news In the city 
caused а distinct shock, for it 15 
doubtful if there Was ever n more 
popular young officer than Captain 
“Fred.” Full of enthusiasm for his 
work, he was popular alike with of- 
ficers and men, and during the long 
weeks the 60th were in training at 
Valcartier, Capt. Shaughnessy was 
always to the £ore іп anything that 
had as Ив object the Improvement of 
tho efficiency of his company or the 
comfort and well-being of his men. 
Ho was alwnys busy, even devoting 
any well-earned spare time to the 
study of signalling and other mili- 
tary duties, and he attained a high 
standard of efficiency which made 
him а most capable officer. He was 
и gallant Canadian gentleman In the 
best sense of the word, and his loss 
will be а heavy опо to the 60th Bat- 
talion, 

Born in Montreal on October 15, 
1887, Cuptaln Shaughnessy was edu- 
cated at Bishop's College and Abing- 
don Schools, afterwards golng to Mc- 
Gill University where be was а imom- 
ber of the Zoto Psi fraternity, On

Answer. Germany, which declared war оп Russia and France at the very 
moment when Russia and Austria were apparently settling their disputes, B 


Q. What was Germany's object? 


А. Beyond doubt to crush France, so that she would no longer be a first-class 
power; to curb Russia, so that she could not interfere with Germany's plans for 
an extension of her power southwards through the Balkans to Turkey and Asia 
Minor; by а successful war against these two nations to make more possible a 
long-contemplated attack on the British Empire; and, as a final result, place 
herself in the position of being, by sea and land, the ruler of the world.

Britain's 
colonies were the envy of Germany. Britain's navy ruled the seas. To secure 
the colonies, the navy must be defeated. Germany was determined on being 
not-only the greatest military power, but also the greatest naval опе. She 
sought to be the world's dictator. 


Q. But England was not attacked. Why did she not keep out of the War? 


A. For many reasons she could not. Duty to France compelled her to 
come to the help of that nation, which had taken its fleet from the English Channel 
to help defend British interests in the Mediterranean. If France were con- 
quered, Germany could take possession of parts of the French coast, from which 
she could threaten England. The invasion and occupation of Belgium, in the 
face of. Germany's guarantee of the neutrality of that country, was so gross а 
violation of à treaty between Britain and Germany, and gave such clear evidence
